~ WHAT SCIENCE 
IS DOING 
Sub-Zero Test 


As a result of experiments con- 
ducted last Winter under the su- 
pervision of Canadian scientists, 
the clothing and equipment of Ca- 
nada’s armed forces will be more 
comforting and more serviceable 
in sub-zero weather. 


The experiments were carried 
out at four different points in Ca- 
nada in an attempt to determine 
the value of every possible item of 
equipment. 

About 1,000 men from the Cana- 
dian forces were used in many of 
the experiments, and in one of them 
a group of soldiers broke the ice 
on the Saskatchewan River to test 
what type of boot would best repel 
the cold and damp. 

The men stepped into the numb- 
ing water on a day when the tem- 
perature had dropped to 25 below 
zero. They paddled ponderously 
about and then stood inactive on 
the shore. for an hour before re- 
suming a 15-mile trek to Prince 
Albert, Sask. 

Their reactions. told the commit- 
tee more about the type of clothing

In addition to dried eggs, Britain 
will now take all the A large and 
A medium shell eggs that can be 
shipped during the fall and winter 
and 40% of the over-all surplus of 
the next 12 months. The price 
paid by the Special Products 
Board for fresh eggs for export 
will net the shipper the same as 
for eggs for drying. Provision 
for export costs was made in the 
price agreed on with the British 
Ministry of Food. Egg and poultry 
officials at Ottawa advise this 
should not mean a further expan- 
sion. of the poultry industry, but 
a-new effort to obtain maximum 
production from existing flocks. 
They also point out that many 
months’ production at a fair price 
is more remunerative than high 
prices for a short period and un- 
certain prices for the rest of the 
year.

31 next since there is a surplus of 
air crew for the war in Europe and 
the Far East. This is the normal 
expiry date for the plan and has 
been agreed to by the participants, 
the United Kingdom, Canada, 
Australia and New Zealand. 

A shadow training scheme ot 
small dimensiors will be retained 
in a high state of readiness, and 
certain operational training units 
will be kept mainly for Canadian 
purposes. After Marc: 31, 1945, 
these will not form part of the 
B.C.A.T.P. but will carry on as 
R.C.A.F. schools, the minister for 


Personnel still in training in 
Canada will all be graduated be- 
fore March 31. They will be placed 
oi R.C.A.F, air crew reserve and 
‘will be subject to recall while hos- 
tilities last. Instructors and other 
air crew staff not eligible for over- 
seas operations will also be re- 
leased and transferred to reserve. 

Air crew who have completed a 
tour of operations ‘will be given 
the option of returning to civilian 
life, Release on a voluntary basis 
will be offered ground crew’ per- 
sonnel in priorities according to 
length of service, and members of 
the Women’s Division may return 
te. civil life on application except 
im. certain restricted trades.

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C olored Cotton 
Grown In Russia 


In the autumn of 1941 one of the 
experimental plots at u Soviet cot- 
ton research station became the 
centre of a peculiar kind of pil- 
grimage. Crowds of visitors came 
to look at the “strange cotton, 
covered with brown pods of various 
shades ranging from dark to 
almost yellow. They had been 
coloured by Nature directed by 
man. This was the first proof that 


it is possible to grow coloured 
cotton. 
The experiments were initiated 


by Badanov, Director of the Ex- 
perimental Station at Chimbai, 
just south of the Aral Sea, in 
Asiatic Russia. As a result of 
selection he has succeeded in 
developing a species of cotton with 
a high yield and constant, natural 
colour, ; 

Badanov expects that his me- 
thod will eliminate the need for 
artifical dyes for a number of 
textiles, and will speed up the 
production process. The textile, 
dyed by Nature, does noi fade 
either in washing or in the sun. 

Soviet scientists are now trying 
to obtain cotton in many colours 
beside brown. Shades of green 
have been produced.

CRANBERRY PUDDING 

2 cups cranberries 

1 cup water 

1 cup sugar 

% cup raisins
